Striking Miners Resorting to 
the Use of Dynamite. 



ATTllIPT TO WRBOK A TRAIN. 

Tha Tarribl* £xplo«lv« Wua Plaoed oa tb* 
•timA ta AIM T»te BMUlnc the 

Savcrnl CompMltoa of tho IiKllann Mili- 
tia— Minan Shsk In reiiuHylvuiil.i -Other 
Mlaliic Hews. 

Tbbbb' Haute, Ind., Jane 5.— Four 
ponnda of dynamite wfw placed on the 

track of tho Evausville and Teiro Hante 
railroad y«'Htnnl;iy iit'teriiooii by striking 
ininerH. Tim terrible explosivo was 
placed on tho track iu front of tlio train 
bearing; tlie si'vtM'iil ooiaiKinie!? ol liie In- 
diana militia, in coinmiind of (itnerul 
\V. J . iMoKfe. Tins was at a (-oiut a 
few miles t-oiitii of !■ ariiiurHlinr;^, be- 
tween tins htiiiion anil .■^hulnurn, the 
first of the miniii;; t^wns of thu ioikI. 

The niilitui has been in this vunnitv 
since Stinday moriniig and hius material- 
ly aided tlie company iu iuovin<{ tho 
coal, which hiw been tied uj) by th« 
strikers. Tlio power of might was too 
much for the strikers, and the uncouth, 
vicious chaps concluded thMDNlTW to 
indulge in bome might. 

Thia WiuH in the hhiipe uf dynmnite 
and the forerunner of what is to I'onie, 
unless the men arc iiuickly ijiielled. 
Had the dyuamuo been exMloded, one of 
th« Ki'eatebt casualities tiie state has 
ever uad might have occurred, it Wiis 
the Bheorest good fortune hh it was. 
Five coaches and a baggagecar, the 
officers S I (uarters and st )rei oom, were 
tilled with troops. uumlx;ring 'JW in all. 

All day the iiulitiH hii I lu'en camped 
•t Sullivan, when orders were given to 
etoort a trainload of coal past th(> several 
mining campa. The tram bearing the 
militiamen moved out from .Sullivan at 
S o'clock, and proceeded directly to 
Bhelburu. It preceded the coal train, 
and pulled on the side track at Shelburn 
to allow the other train to pass along. 
The militiamen left the train, and were 
marched under orders past the station to 
a road, where a crowd of 200 men and 
women WCN ■tondiag in a menacing at- 
titnde. 

An oocasional slur against the soldiers 
was all that could bo heard, but the ap- 

Searsnce of the taces of the strikers was 
etermined and lookutl as though some- 
thhiK was in store fur the troops. The 
ooal train went down the track at a fair 
rate of speed, uud no attempts were 
made to draw tho pins. At the trestle- 
work just north of the road, running 
ilong the station, the 8p«e<l was slack- 
•ned materially for fear that the tiia- 
Wrt might have been weakened. The 
aol^w* expected some dovelopments, so 
qiriet were the stiikers, hot none antici- 
pated todh a dastardly attempt as was 
made. 

The coal train safely paat the station, 
the troonii embarked again and followed 
a short cUilitaee in the rear. Hardly a 
mile had been trayaned when there- 
port of a ibot from an anvil was heard 
ui the distance. Fear was expressed 
that harm had been pot in the way of 
the coal train, and it liad possibly Men 
ditched, but a second shot gave an ink- 
ling of tho real cause. It was an alarm 
toTellow miners in the distanoe that a 
train oarnring ooal was appioaohing. 

The mintia train movM tapidly for- 
ward, bat cam9 to a standstill direotlr 
in tiie rear of the ooal train. An inveati* 
gation showed the xaason for the alarm. 
Across the rails for a distanoe of 50 teec, 
heavy timbers were stretched in all poa- 
sible ways. 

lo ambush In tha heafy grass and 
thickly studded timber ware a body of 
200 miners. It was their mirpoee to cap- 
ture the coal train. Tbedistriubarkment 
of the troops wuB immediately begun 
and General McKee ordered the trooi« 
to endeavor to sunound the miners, but 
the maneuver failed, as the miners scat- 
tered iu all directions. The wreckage 
on the track was removed and the coal 
train was sent on. 

Four dynamite bombs wer? found near 
Shelburn and forced oil the trauk by the 
toains without exploding. 

A coal tra n was captured by the min- 
ers and run to Alum Cave, where the 
strikers have a stronghold.

shots were tired at them from tho sur- 
rounding timber, resulting in four m< n 
being killed. None i.>i tlie men who did 
the snooting Were di-icovi iocl. liie pro- 
piietoi 1.1 tho Powellton mines tele- 
gruplnd tile fact of the shooting to tiie 
governor, stuliug that ho liad asited the 
tberill tor protection au<l asked if uoth- 
ittg could be done to picitect his men. 

1'he governor replied that he had 
ttkeoj^ proper wjirMia o«UUm oa the 



sheriff, but lliamnfler tue stafHTe mili- 
tary aid could culy be extended wlu'ii 
asked for by the sheriff. The governor 
said last night that he is deteriiiiiie<l to 
U8Q every means to prevent violence, 
and that ne is determined to maintain 
the law at whatever cost. He has or- 
dered three companies of military to be 
ready to march at a moment's notice. 
Those in readiness are tho two Hunting- 
ton companies and one at Milton.

OHIO STRIKER S AR E DESPERATE. 

Th«r Baaoit to Lawlaaa A«ts to Prevent 
tha Rnnnlng of Trains. 

M.\i('"''V Fi"!;itv, ()., J'xuo 5. Vio- 
lence continnea in the coal field on tho 
Cleveland, Loraine and Who«jling 
railroad. Near Flushing two box- 
cars were run out on the main 
track and down the grade one mile. 
These were stmck by an eastbjund 
freight, but no one was hurt and little 
damage was done. Nearly 200 railroad 
ties were piled on the railroad track, 
and in another place three tmeks. 

The situation is growing more serious, 
jttid trainmen are afraid of their lives. 
Tlio railroad officials are here, and say no 
I llort will be made to run coal trains. 
The strikers Igaon President Mc- 
Bride's order to deaiat from violenue and 
propose to stop all ooal trains. It 
looks as it tho militia alone can cope 
with them, a* many are armad. Blood- 
shed is predicted before the tr^Me is 
eniled. 

STRIKE AT CRIP PLE C REEK SETTLED. 
Uuvarnor Wklte Acta For the StriUan In a 

< iiiiftTi'iice With the Opcnitor*. 

Dii.w i:k, Juuu .j.- Tho strike at Cn\i- 
ple Creek was se'ttled at a late hour hist 
night. The conference btgaii at 
o'l lock. Governor Waite announced to 
the operators that he was authorized to 
act for the miners, and consideration for 
the various points was immediately 1>e- 
gun. But one point caused serious com- 
|)lieiition, and that was the time allow^ed 
for luuchi on. The miners demondtKl 30 
minutes, they to be allowed to pay for 
the time. 

The articles of agreement provide that 
the miners ttball work eight honrs a day, 
with ;:0 minutes for lunuheon; timt they 
be paid at the rate of |8 a day, and that 
the mine owners iu employing men shall 
not discriminiite against eitliur union or 
nonunion mnn. After the conference 
the governor issued a proclamation call- 
ing on the men to lay down tbeir ar:us. 
Tiie state militia is to be called on to go 
to Cripple Creek and as<iBt the ahwiif in 
restoring order. _____ 

GUARDING THE BRIDQE& 

If Attampt la MMla to Itura Tbcin 
MoodalMNl Will Follow. 

IIi NTiNnTOll, W. Vn., Juno "i. At 
Kenova, ei^t miles east uf hero, where 
the Norf<dk and Western road crosses 
the Ohio river, many threats have been 
made regarding the destruotidii uf one 
of the spans by miners, who it was re- 
ported desired to stop the coal from 
coming out from the Pocahontaa mines. 

Every bridge along the road is guard- 
ed by an immense force, and snspicious 
looking churiicters are not allowed to 
approach. Tha local militaqr oom- 
panies, two in nnmber, have assembled 
and are ready to prooeed to either 
Kenova or Wlnifreoe at a mottients 
warning, aa these are the points where 
itrikiug minen have been gathering. 

A 8heriU' I'uwt- rleta. 

Sprinqfield, Ills., ,lune .').— Governor 
Altgeld has received ihs following tele- 
gram from the sheriff of Wiihainson 
county at Marion, ills.: **I am power- 
less in the hands of 1,U0U men and 
women armed with dynamite and guns. 
1 am compelled to withdraw my forces 
at Carterville." The «gov«mor has re- 
plied, asking how many deputies the 
sheriff had, mi what acts of violenoe, if 
any, had occurred. ITxirty gnna, with 
a supply of ammnnition, were lorwarded 
to that place. 

It seema that the striken are in pos- 
lession of the raili'oad property and re- 
fused to allcw ooal tnunatoba moved. 
The sheriff came on the ground with a 
force of 40 deputies, but the force was 
sntirely insnnioient. There were about 
TOO stnkers largely armed and in full 
control of the yards. Thepe<nde ai-e 
greatly alarmed and feel that troops 
should be sent.

For 
three weeks this road has been the only 
Boarca of fuel supply to local mills and 
factories. Unless trafHc is resumed on 
the road wiiain two or three days hun- 
dreds of e8tabli!»hmeuts must close 
down. The Lake Shore and Nickle 
Plate roads have also been supplied 
from the same source, and- niRiiv trains 
ou tliese roads Will be abandoned unless 
coal can be obtained Dromp'tly. The 
Cleveland, Loraine and wheeling road 
will attempt a resnmption of traiBSo to- 
day.

Oolonel WorthingtoB's Eloquent Ad 
dress at MaysTille Cemetery

Considor for a moment the 
manifold bleMings the licnetlcont Father has 
ahowered upon us. Our Kraimricsi anil store- 
houses arc replete with abumlaiice, our waving 
fields of grain give unmistakable promises of n 
superabundant supply in the near future. Tliu 
flog of our Nation, the beautiful banner of " t)io 
land of the free and the home of the brave" is 
this day unfurled to the goie of ierenty million 
of the freeat and happiest people on earth. Eadi 
•ye li abloM with delight, each heart U moved 
wltb gratltade and pride. In the language of 
tha Immortal Scott, 

" Itroatln's Ihcro ii niixii witli soul so doiid, 
Who iRVor to lilinsoU' hiitli siiiil. 
This is my own my iimlvc Imid." 

Yos, my frioiulM, this is mir country, this is our 
homo. Ha\ 0 you < onsiiii n d. weighed and esti- 
mated Its blessings and its advantages? If not.

Tiu' 
avenues to preferment and place are open alike 
to nil. View the unparalleled strides made by 
our people iu the art.s aud seteuces. Then turn 
your eyes to tlie bonovolent Institutions that 
everywhere arise lilco annols of mercy through- 
out the limd providiujf lu)iurs lor tiK' hiinu li --'^, 
caro II ud su'-loimiico for the holplos aiiil iilllii-ti d. 
If your lioarLs are not then iiiovrd with Kniti- 
tudr iilid pride, allow iiie to siiy liii sorrow) timt 
you nro unworthy of tlie name of iiu .\iiiericiin 
citizen, (iod forhld thiit thiTe lie lUiy such ttmt 
liroathe tlio froo air of .Vuierica. 

The lillle cloud tlml now obscures for a time 
the lioautitul sunlight of peace and traiuiiiiUly 
that sliouldevor prevail in this liUst hind of lilier 
ty, caused by the unrest and disronient of a jmt 
tlon of our foUow-clUzuns who bave failed to avail 
themselves of the opportunities presented lu the 
past to provide for the future, will isoon pass 
away. It is no fault of the government. It can 
neither moke com nor wheat to feed the hungry^ 
nor wherewithal to clothe the naked.||These are 
the rewards of labor. Our Heavenly Father 
withhoUta not thasunobine nor the rain. Mother 
earth genaiouily responds to the toil of the hiu- 
bandman. II there has been a lack of bread 
there has been n lack of the sweat of the face, 
which Is the prico the Almighty has placed upon 
the stair of life. There is no cause of complaint. 
But enough, my friends, of this. 

W hun I cast my eyes over this assembly and 
caU to mind the piiritose for which we have been 
called toixetlier, my heart Is moved by the deep- 
est enuitions of Kratltude. Gratitude for what? 
Ciratltude for your kiicl recollection of the 
heroes who Kuve tlieir lives for the preservation 
of this blest Imid of ours. 

It i- now thirty-three years past since a jior- 
tioii 111 our l iti/eiis iieciune illssatislied and de 
dared that lliey would diviile the iiatriiiioiiy In - 
4Uoathod to us by our patriotic fathers, iiud n|iou 
their portion they would cstiihlisih a goveriiiueiit 
whose chief corner stone should be hunnin 
slavery. Nor was it an idle boast. The lla« of 
the Nation was trailed la the dust : its laws de 
fl«d ; itH property seised ; war declared. War In- 
augurated with all its dire and horrible conse- 
qnencee; reason deserted her throne ; men were 
•eised with madness; ruin threatened our 
boaated Bepublio. I am loath, my friends, to re- 
fer to these soanee. They will ever remain a dark 
and sorrowful paga in American history whh h 
avenr true patriot would gladly expunge then 
from. But to those of us who passed throimh 
the scenea of '61 and the yean of terrible war 
which followed, memory comes like a mlgbty 
rushing river bearing ujwn its turbid boaom the 
horrible scenes of that lamented period in our 
country's annals. Gladly would we welcome the 
obliterating clouds of oblivion that would seal 
them from siKht and memory forever. Hut like 
the ghost of lianiino they will not down at our 
bidding. Therefore let us forgive and as far as 
we can lorget this uuliapi)y ciilsode In our 
ciuintry's history, tiiid Ijow in humble siibmis- 
Kiou to the win oi Ilim who doi'S all tbluns for 
the best. The wounds that wo have in our mad- 
ness and frenzy Intllcted on our country have 
been healed, but the scars remain. 

My comrades and brothers iu arms, you that 
wore the gray and you that wore the blue, for 
my sympathy and love goaa out alike to btith of 
you, our sufferings and toils were alike. The same 
scorching rays of the southern sun descended 
alike on both of us, the same ohiUing blasts of 
the north benumbed our Umba, the same long 
and w^ary fnarohes waited our strength and dis- 
aipated our anaiglM, and by reoaon of pur suf 
ferlngs we are alike prematurely aged, Welavc 
alike exposed our bodies to the dsatruotlve 
leaden bail in defense of what wa oonatdered to 
be right We have alike witneaaed the horrors 
of the battle field, and have seen our comrades 
and loved ones fall by our side to uphold the 
cause they believed to be right. Why should wc 
not sympathize with each other? Why should 
we not love one another ? Come, then, my com- 
rades; come, the lilue, come, the gray, let us 
Jlln hands lu mio eternal, everlastiiiK iratcnial 
clasp, and scatter over the woiniils we can not 
erase the llowers of peiuv' and kluill\ conci'iil 
them from llie view of our clilldii ii llml >lmll 
ere lolly take our place. Wo shall sodm take up 
our abode in that lauU from whute borue i^o 
traveler returns.
